CASE FOR THE APPLICANTS. 


The case for the applicants was opened by 
Mr. C. P. McCarthy (Messrs. A. J. Magennis 
and Company, Incorporated Accountants and 
Auditors, Cork), who asked to have the 
application amended in order to exclude from 
it cotton Turkish towels. The mills behind 
the application, he said, had been established 
—Dundalk in 1900, Balbriggan in 1806, Green- 
mount and Boyne in 1866, and they were of 
importance, not alone to the country, but to 
the area in which they were situated, the 
employment being 5 per cent. of the gainful 
employment in the area. 

If the present state of affairs continued 
these mills would have to close, or be con- 
verted to some other purpose which might 
be suitable, and there might be a substantial 
loss of skilled labour to the country. The 
applicanta were prepared to state that they 
could substantially supply the requirements 
in the various lines mentioned in the appli- 
cation. Evidence would be given that there 
was apathy on the part of the consumer to 
take goods of Irish manufacture. Foreign 
countries which were exporters of goods to 
this country were deliberately attempting to 
sel] these goods at a price which the Irish 
mills could not follow. Where imperial 
preference existed, such as in Suetend, the 
Irish mills could sell largely types of goods 
which they could not sell at home. A parti- 
cular point had been made by Messps. 
Walpole of the necessity for co-operation be- 
tween the buyers and the millers. It had 
been generally alleged that the millers did 
pot make a sufficiency of design, and that 
they could not meet the needs of the pur- 
chasing public, but when the compulsion of 
the Belfast boycott existed in 1920 the busi- 
ness of the local firms increased to an 
amazing extent. 

In conclusion, Mr. McCarthy submitted 
that a trade existed in this country for their 
goods, and they asked the Commission to 
preserve and conserve that trade from the 
inroads of uneconomic competition. 

Mr. F. D. Acheson, of the Dundalk Linen 
Company, said that they could make the fol-

It had 
been his experience that goods were being 
imported into this country at prices which 
rendered the production of similar goods here 
ineconomic. He referred particularly to 
tickens and union cloths. They could not 
follow prices when the Operating costs of 
foreign countries were seriously below our 
own. 

Foreign cloths were finding their way inte 
our markets and it was illustrative of the 
position created when reference was made 
to the working hours in Japan. The census 
there revealed that in 1924 in the textile 
industry virtually 75 per cent. of the whole 
of the 736,000 operatives worked ten hours 
and over per day. It was feared that the 
like condition applied to imports to this 
country from Central Europe and Russia 
His mill employed about 10 hands at 
present, and if the tariff was imposed they 
believed that the number would be increased 
by 50 per cent. 

Answering Professor Smiddy, the witness 
said that Government contracts formed a 
considerable amount of their manufactures. 

Professor Smiddy— Would it be 15 per 
cent. ? 

Witness—It varies.

LOSING MONEY. 


Mr. T. L. McElderry, managing director 
of the Greenmount and Boyne Linen UCo., 
said that like nearly all the other firms 
they had been losing money. That was 
mainly due to the fact that t':+ had been 
trying to keep two factories going where 
one would have ced, They had tried to 
keep their Dublin workers together, partly 
for sentimental reasons and because they 
had been requested to do so, and also 
because they felt, that if the Dublin factory 
were stopped and the workers disbanded 
they might not be available if they were ever 
wanted again. In the past eight or nine 
years they had lost £26,000 in trying to 
keep the Dublin factory going, and could 
not have done so only they were in such a 
good position. They could not stand that 
for ever, but thev hoped that trade would 
improve. 

The witness said that they had factories 
at Dublin and Drogheda. Some 35 per cent. 
of their business was done with foreign 
countries; 13 per cent. in the Irish Free 
State, and the balance in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. They had 126 damask 
looms in Dublin; also’ 820 looms suitable for 
ES and fancy weaves. Fifty-two of these 
ooms were fitted with jacquards for types 
and other fancy weaves. The damask looms 
were capable of making damask cloths and 
napkins of any quality. At present there 
were 35 different cloths in course of manu- 
facture in the damask weaving shed. 

In view of their undoubted capacity to 
produce, and the fact that in the world’s 
market they were finding their way, he con- 
sidered that they were well equipped to meet 
the needs of this country. If the search for 
variety was to continue at the expense of 
their workers there was no more fitting 
antidote than a tariff. These specialist 
things were essentially Juxuries. Our workers 
were to go idle to enable employment to 
continue for the Frenchmen, Spaniards, 
Portuguese, Greeks and Chinese. These 
juxuries and their import raised serious 
social problems. : 

He pointed out that embroidery work 
acquired its first great impetus by work done 
in this country, and it was only the cheap 
labour of foreign countries which had de- 
prived Irish workers of their rightful work 
in this sphere. | 

The number of persons employed at the 
moment was 570, and before the crash in the 
pound the number employed was 490.

When Sir Walter Scott’s knight rode to 
Melrose in search of the occult lore supposed 
to be deposited in the tomb of the wizard, 
Michael Scott, he knew exactly what it was 
he sought. In Mr. David Sears’s new play, 
“The Dead Ride Fast,” which had its first 
production at the Gate Theatre last night, 
Larry Cavanagh stumbles upon the Book of 
Knowledge almost by accident. It was found 
in the library of “The House of Shame,’’ 
somewhere on the west coast of Ireland, 
after events which brought. the audience 
almost to the verge of terror, but which were 
merely the prelude to the titanic struggle 
which took place between the Spirit of Evil 
and Cavanagh and Madigan. This struggle 
took place in complete darkness, and the 
horror-stricken cries of the protagonists pro 
duced shudders and awe in the tense 
audience. The impalpable, the intangible, but 
by audible tests the horrible, had taken pos 
session of the room, and the audience was 
almost frozen into immobility. 


A REAL THRILL. 


This scene in the second act was the real 
“thrill” of a play that abounded in hair- 
raising scenes. “ The Dead Ride Fast ” is 
part of the inscription of a manuscrint in 
Runic script, in which the wizard.

MARSH’S LIBRARY, 
DUBLIN. 


—— é 
SOME VALUABLE ADDITIONS 
IO THE SHELVES. 


The two hundred and twentv-first annual 
visitation of Marsh s Library was held at the 
Library yesterday. The Governors present 
were the Archbishop of Dublin (in the chair). 
the Dean of Christ Church and the Dean of 
St. Patrick s. Apologies for non-attendance 
were received from the Primate and the 
Provost of Trinity College. The Librarian, 
Mr. N. B. White, and the Assistant Librarian, 
Mr. A. C. Simpson, were in attendance. The 
accounts for the year were submitted and 
passed. 

The Librarian reported that a count has 
been made of the books in the Library, from 
which it appears that it contains 24,433 
volumes. The number reported at the last 
count made in 1828 was 16,942. In additon, 
there are 273 bound volumes of manuscript 
and 682 books in the Cashel loan collection. 
Durmg the year progress has been made with 
the projected catalogue of books in the 
Library relating to Ireland, and the revision 
of the subjects index by the Assistant 
Librarian is in hand. “The Library has 
received a valuable donation, from the 
Historical Collection Committee of the Dublin 
Society of Friends, of $eventy volumes of 
boeks relating to the Quakers, duplicates trom 
their Library in Eustace street. These books. 
of which twenty were printed in Dublin in 
the eighteenth century, include early editions 
of works by William Penn, John Woolman 
and other notable Quakers; printed journals 
and accounts of persecutions; works relating

The Education Committee 
was entitled to nominate one governor and 
to receive a scholarship valued at £20 for 
each £500 given. 

Mr. John Corkey said that the estimate 
was far too much, and the extra amount 
should be spent on providing books and meals 
for necessitous children. 

Mr. Reside moved that the estimate be 
reduced by £10,000. Agriculturists and 
business people could not afford the increase. 
Local expenditure, joined with that of State 
expenditure, was responsible for crushing out 
local industries. 

Mr. J. 8. Carrick, J.P., Chairman of the 
Education Committee, moved the adoption 
of the estimate, and Mr. Harland seconded. 

Mr. Corkey seconded Mr. Reside’s motion. 

Mr. McLaughlin said that these grants 
were all very well, but he would like to know 
what henefit were they to Catholics. | The 
Catholics got no benefit whatever, although 
they were as well entitled to their propor- 
tion as the rest of the schools. They paid 
rates, and yet they were not entitled to 
anything apparently. The Catholics had 
fought against this all they could, and would 
continue to do so until they got their fair 
share of what was going.

COMMISSION TO BE 
SET UP. 


introduced by Mr. P. McGilligan, 

Minister for Industry and Commerce, 
on the 16th July last in the Dail, has now 
been circulated. The bill is on the agenda 
for second reading this week, The object 
of the measure is “to make further and 
better provision in relation to the marking 
of merchandise.’’ 

The bill provides for the setting up of a 
Merchandise Marks Commission. This Com- 
mission will consist of three members, of 
whom one, who shail be chairman, shall be 
nominated by the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, one shall be nominated by the 
Minister for Finance, and one shall be 
nominated by the Minister for Agriculture. 
Every member oi the Commission shall hold 
office during the pleasure of the Minister by 
whom he is nominated. 


COMMISSION’S POWERS. 

The Commission will make regulations as 
to its own procedure, and its powers will 
include “power to enforce attendance of 
witnesses and to examine them on oath, also 
such powers to compel the production of 
documents as are vested in the High Court; 
also High -Court powers in respect of con- 
tempt of court. 

Any member of the Commission may, if the 
Minister for, Finance so directs, be paid such 
remuneration as he determines. Officers of 
the Court may also be appointed by the 
Minister. 

Part TIT. provides for reference of applica- 
tion to the Commission for an order pro- 
hibiting the sale or exposure for sale of im- 
ported goods unless such goods bear at the 
time of such sale or exposure an indication 
of origin; and also prohibiting the importa 
tion of such goods unless they bear indication 
of origin. Such application may be referred 
to the Commission by the Minister. 

Restriction orders may also be made in 
respect of sales or importation. 


BLENDS OR MIXTURES. 

A restriction order shall not extend to 
blends or mixtures consisting of or contain- 
ing goods to which such order applies, unless 
such order expressly provides that it shall 
so extend,

with any restriction 


order shall be a punishable offence. It is 


further provided that: ‘If any person 
advertises or offers for sale as being goods 
of a particular brand or make or otherwise 
under a specific designation, whether by 
means of an allustration or by means of any 
written matter, any imported goods of. a 
class to which a restriction on sale order for 
the time being in force applies he shall, if he 
does not include in the advertisement on 
offer an indication of origin in the form 
specified in sach order, and subject to the 
provisions of the Act relating to statutory 
defences, be guilty of an offence under this 
Act, and shall be punishable accordingly. 

“This sub-section shall not apply in the 
case of any adyertisement, made, issued 
or published before the date on which the 
said restriction -on sale order came into 
force. ' 


THE MARKING OF GOODS. 
Section 20 provides :—‘‘ From and after the 
expiration of six months from the passing of 
this Act it shall not be lawful for any person 
to sell or expose for sale, either retail or 
wholesale, or to distribute by way of adver- 
(whether such advertisement relates 
to the goods distributed or to other goods) 
any imported goods to which there is applied 
within the meaning of Section 5 of the prin- 
cipal Act, either— 
(a) The name ofia manufacturer, trader or 
dealer in Saorstat Eireann; or 
(b) The trade mark of any such person 
as is mentioned in the foregoing para- 
graph, or a mark emblem, or device so 
closely resembling such trade mark as 
to be calculated to deceive; or 
(c) The name of any place, district or area 
in Saorstat Eireann; 
unless such imported goods bear in a con- 
spicuous’ manner at the time of such sale or 
exposing for sale or distribution a definite 
indication of the country in which such goods 
were produced or manufactured. © 


THE PENALTIES. 

Section 21, amongst other things, pro 
vides :—*‘ Every person who, in connection 
with,-or for the purposes of, the sale, retail 
or’ wholesale, of any goods not produced or 
manufactured in Saorstat Eireann, makes any

respect that such goods were produced 
manufactured in Saorstat Eireann shall, 
less he proves that he acted without intent 
to defraud, be guilty of an offence under 
this Act, and shall be punishable accord- 
ingly.”’ 

On summary conviction for an offence 
under the Act a person is liable to a fine of 
£5, and, in the case of a second offence, 
£20, and the Court may order forfeiture of 
goods.

the Archdeacon of Dromore, the Ven. W. S. 


Kerr, at the meeting of the 


Down Synod, in proposing a resolution with regard to the future manage- 
ment of Stranmillis Training College. 


On the recommendation of the Bishop (Dr. Grierson), the original 
resolution was amended by the deletion of a clause with which, he said, 
he would be unable to associate himself. 


In this form the resolution was carried.

From Our Own CORRESPONDEXT. 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 


HERE was a prolonged discussion at the 

ge annual meeting of the Synod of the 

United Dioceses of Down and Connor 

and Dromore in Belfast to-day in regard to 

the position of the Protestant churches and 

the Stranmillis Training College for elemen- 
tary school teachers. 

The Northern Minister of Education (Vis- 
count Charlemont) and the Cabinet generally 
were severely criticised for their breach of a 
pledge to appoint three representatives of the 
Protestant churches on the Committee of 
Management of the Training ‘College. 

Eventually an amendment, much upon the 
same lines as the resolution, was adopted 
unanimously. 

The following resolution, standing in the 
name of the Archdeacon of Dromore (the 
Venerable W. $. Kerr, B.D.), appeared on 
the order paper :— 

“ That the Diocesan Synod approves of 
the action of the United Education Com- 
mittee of the Churches in declining to 
accept the decision contained in the Prime 
Minister’s letter of July 31st, 1931, for the 
future management of Stranmillis Train- 
ing College, and requests the committee 
to continue its efforts to secure that the 
conditions under which teachers are 
trained who are in future to have the 

‘care of Protestant children shall be such 

as the Protestant Churches can approve 
of, and that the Synod reappoints its 
representatives to deal with this and 
other matters pertaining to the adminis- 
tration of the Education Acts, 1923, 1925, 
1930.”’ 


STRIFE REVIVED. 


Moving the resolution, Archdeacon Kerr 
said that they had been struggling for long 
to safeguard religious interests in education. 
It was not they who were responsible for the 
revival of the unhappy strife. 2 

é“ The present distressing controversy, he 
declared, “has been forced on us by an 
almost incredible breach of faith. The 
Government has, I am sorry to say, refused 
to carry out the agreed settlement. For all 
the painful aspects of the situation so caused, 
and for the grave results that may issue, the 
blame rests with the Minister of Education 
and with the Cabinet.” 

So long ago as October, 1927, he proceeded, 
the grievances of the Protestant Churches 
regarding the management of Stranmillis 
Training College were brought before Lord 
Charlemont by a deputation of the Presby- 
terian Church. Lord Charlemont then pro- 
mised to give this matter and others serious 
and sympathetic consideration. In March, 
1928, the Prime Minister was informed of the 
anxiety of Protestants about this. 

On June 1st, 1928, he (Archdeacon Kerr) 
was a member of a united deputation of the 
Churches which met Lord Charlemont and 
the Secretary of the Ministry of Education. 
Notice of the matters to be discussed was 
furnished heforehand, and Lord Charlemont 
then offered them the terms (which were not 
what they asked), that three representatives 
of the Churches be added to the committee 
which had the management of the training 
college. i 


AGREED PLAN. 


To this plan thev felt constrained to 
Put nothing was done that year to fulfil the 
promise. On the 2ist February, 1929, a de- 
putation, including the Bishop of Derry and 
Raphoe, waited on the Prime Minister, and 
submitted a list of. points requiring redress, 
as drawn up by the committee of the 
Churches, and a committee of the Grand 
Orange Lodge. On the 7th of-the following 
March. Lord Charlemont wrote a letter to the 
Rev. Mr. Quinn suggesting the reference of 
those points to the Advisory Committee on 
Education. He stated that he wold not so 
refer the paragraph about the; training 
college. 

“IT hold in my hand Lord Charlemont’s 
official letter,” added the Archdeacon, “ and 
these are his actual words: ‘ No. 4 (Training 
College), for example, is omitted, because the 
principle of representation at Stranmillis has 
been conceded, and will not be rescinded, so 
nothing more is required there.’ Could any 
pledge of a Cabinet Minister. a Peer of the 
Realm, be more clear and definite’ 

“On April 23rd of the same year I was 
one of a deputation of the Grand Orange 
Lodge who met Lord Charlemont to discuss 
the terms of the settlement before the general 
election. Then the question of the Training 
College was disposed of by the statement that 
the matter was already satisfactorily arranged, 
and so we reported that the Minister’s assur- 
ances on various points (amongst which the 
Training College was specifically mentioned) 


were acceptable, and the Committee of the 
i Grand Orange Lodge resolved unanimously 


that ‘it found. thoroughly satisfactory the 
assurances given by the Prime Minister and 
the Minister of Education.’ 

“To put the matter beyond the possibility 
of future misunderstanding a memoranduin of 
the terms of settlement was sent to the Prime 
Minister. He took exception to some points, 
hut made no objection to the representation

ELECTION PLANK, 


“What has happened here? After all 
the solemn, fully authenticated promises—and 
an election won with the undisputed settle- 
ment as one of the planks in its platform— 
the committee was secretly abolished and the 
deceived Churches allocated not the slightest 
voice on the new board. ' 

“Note what followed. When we made our 
protest at such treatment Lord Charlemont, 
on the 13th July, bitterly and most unfairly 
assailed us. Because we asked him to carry 
out the arrangement that he had himsell 
proposed and so repeatedly guaranteed, he 
accused us in all the moods and tenses of 
demanding clerical dictation in education. 

“We do not desire—we never sought 
directly or indirectly—clerical control. if 
there were any truth in his accusation, why 
did he propose the plan and so often renew 
his assurance that he would carry it out? 

“The settlement was to add three Church 
representatives, not necessarily clergymen, to 
a committee of nine—a one in four minority. 

“Is this a sane or honourable argume,t, 
or is it a paltry dodge to mislead the publis? 
He even went so far as te say our claim 
was the same as the claim that tho Vatican 
made on Mussolini. The cry was taken up 
by those who are practised exponents of par- 
tisan abusiveness. But we were not - 
pared for a man like Sir Edward Archdals, 
another Cabinet Minister, to compare us with 
the Romanist clergy of Malta, who, as you 
know, refused the sacraments to members of 
one political party. 


“RUGGED HONESTY.” 

“TI call upon you to-day in the sacred 
name of truth,” proceeded the Archdeacon, 
‘to mark your abhorrence of how the Pro- 
testant Churches have been treated by the 
Northern Government. Straight pass Í and 
rugged honesty are part of the precious herit- 
age of Ulster peonpie. If the day ever comes

(that is the clause that grants these wide 
powers) should be separated from the previous 
part of the notice of motion, so that my 
dissent will apply to that clause alone, and 
not to the whole notice of motion.’’

SHANNON 
ELECTRICITY. 


PIGEON HOUSE AS 
RESERVE.

by the members of the Electricity 
Supply Board to prevent a jong speil 
of dry weather having serious effect on thie 
efficiency of the Shannon Electricity Scheme. 

An Jrish Times representative was informed 
yesterday by a member of the Board that the 
Pigeon House Power Station, which generates 
electricity by means of coal, is ready to be 
used at any time, and that it was actually 
generating electricity last week. If the period 
of dry weather which the country experienced 
for the past ten weeks had continued for 
another few weeks the matter would have 
been very serious, and the steam plant would 
have had to be brought into fuil operation 
during the time that the hydro-eléctric scheme 
has to supply the peak Joad. 

With the increasing popularity of electri- 
city throughout the country the peak load is 
already slightly above the estimate, and this 
is a matter of considerable anxiety for the 
E.S.B. 

One of the chief precautionary measures 
which the E.S.B. is trying to bring into 
operation is the lowering of the levels of 
Lough Rea. 

The aim of the authorities is to have 
sufficient water stored up in Lough Derg by 
the lowering of the levels of Lough Rea, as 
will permil the efficient workings of the 
Shannon scheme. The Lough scheme, when 
brought into operation, will afford an ex- 
cellent means of getting over a great difficulty 
in a very cheap manner. 

Civil engineers have aready been busily 
engaged at taking borings all around the 
loughs, and plans are being drawn up for the 
carrying out of the scheme when necessary. 
This might be about next spring; for, as was 
pointed out yesterday, the present load that 
the Shannon scheme is carrying is about 
60,000 kilowatts, and the Shannon scheme and 
Pigeon House, working under conditions such 
as are being experienced at present, could 
carry a load of about 82,000 kilowatts. With 
the increasing use of electricity the authorities 
realise that provision must now be made for 
a bigger load. 

The adoption of the Lough scheme will, of 
course, overcome the shortage of water 
problem during dry weather, but there are 
some people, such as farmers and those who 
use the water for navigation purposes, who 
will be affected, and navigation over a large 
area will have to be stopped. 

Until the Lough scheme is carried out, it 
was officially stated yesterday, the steam 
plant at the Pigeon House will be kept in 
such a condition that it will be able to

LETTERS 
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CHILDREN AND ART. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Siz,—It will be a great day for Dublin 
when, as you suggest in your interesting 
article in Monday 's issue, conductors are’ pro- 
vided to guide organised parties round our 
National Gallery, even as they are in the 
National Gallery in London and in the 
Louvre. 

In the meantime, much can be done by 
private enterprise in the way of preparing 
young peoples minds for what they are to 
see. Many of our school children are more 
inclined to look with longing eyes at the 
polished tloors of our gaileries, admirable for 
sliding on, than at the mere decorations of 
the walls. The party of little girls of which 
you speak, wiih was conducted round the 
Municipal Gallery, came from a convent 
national school in a very poor part of the 
town; but their school is hung throughout 
with attractiye pictures, and its pupils have 
been for years encouraged to draw and to 
make illustrations of the books and poems 
they read in school. The ‘ Lovers of Art 
and of Children ” learnt a great deal from 
the visitor to this school, Father—I do not 
know that I am justified in giving his name. 

The Parents’ National Educational Union 
havé always considered art to be an essential 
part of education; and in their programme 
for the Parents’ Union School they arrange 
for the works of a musical composer and of 
some well-known painter.to be studied every 
term. The children are provided with smal! 
photographie reproductions of same pictures 
by the selected painter, and they “live” 
with these during the term, studying their 
composition and being taught something 
about the painter's life, style and period. 
The result is that, when they visit a gallery, 
it is a real delight to them to recognise the 
originals of the pictures with which they 
have become founds. 

In Dublin there is a very tiny ‘‘ Teachers’ 
Guild of Art.” Its members are very few as 
yet, but they have arrived at a workable 
scheme. They have made a collection of 
good, coloured reproductions of ‘“ gallery ” 
pictures, and meet once a month to discuss 
art subjects and to exchange their pictures. 
Some half-dozen reproductions are kept in a 
frame with a hinged hack, so. that the order 
can be changed at pleasure, and a card is 
enclosed, with a list on one side of the 
pictures in the frame, and on the other of 
pictures by the same artist to be found in 
the National Gallery. This kind of guild or 
club can be formed by anyone and run any- 
where, at any time, and the expenses in- 
volved are extremely small.—Yours, etc.,

A FEDERAL COURT 
PROPOSED. 


DECLARED NECESSITY 
BY COMMITTEE.

a new legal system in India are con- 

tained in the draft report on the pro- 
posed Federal Court, drawn up by Lord 
Sankey, Chairman of the Federal Structure 
Committee, and to be submitted to the Indian 
Round Table Conference. 

“The necessity for.the establishment of a 
Federal Court was common ground among all 
members of the Committee,” states the re- 
port. “IT was recognised by all that a 
Federal Court was required both to interpret 
the Constitution and to safeguard it, to pre- 
vent encroachment by one Federal organ upon 
the sphere of another, and to guarantee the 
integrity of the compact between the various 
federating units out of which the Federation 
has sprung.” 

The Committee agreed that the Court’s 
jurisdiction must be both original and appel- 
late. It should have “ an exclusive original 
jurisdiction in disputes between the Federa- 


S UGGESTIONS for the establishment of 


tion and a State or a Province or between 


two States, two Provinces, or a State and a 
Province.”’ 


NEW CLASS OF ACTION, 


Disputes between a private person and the 
Federation on a Federal unit should come 
hefore the appropriate Provincial or State 
Court, with right of: appeal to the Federal 
Court. At the present time no action lies 
against a province of British India, -as- such, 
and no action can. be brought against an 
Indian Prince in a British Indian court save 
under very special conditions. 

The Federal Court, it is suggested, ought 
to have exclusive appellate jurisdiction from 
every High Court and from the Final Court 
in every State where the interpretation of the 
Constitution is involved:

It is suggested that the Federal Court 
should, for Federal purposes, be invested with 
some kind of advisory jurisdiction, such as 
that conferred on the Privy Council by the 
Judicial Committee Act, 1833. 

VICEROY’S RIGHT. 

The right to refer matters for an advisory 
opinion ‘*‘ must Le vested exclusively in the 
Governor-General.’’ 

“There would Le no right of appeal to the 
Privy Council direct from a High Court in 
any case where an appeal lay to the Federal 
Court.”’ 

As to the Court, the Committee suggest 
that it should consist of a Chief Justice and 
a fixed maximum number of Puisne Judges 
appointed by the Crown to hold office during 
good behaviour; retirement at 65, and remov- 
able before that age only on an address 
passed by both Houses of the Legislature and 
moved by the fiat of the Federal Advocate- 
(yeneral. Salaries should be non-votable and 
incapable of reduction during a judge’s term 
of office. 

The seat of the Court should be at Delhi, 
but the Chief Justice, with the consent of the 
Giovernor-General, should have power for sit- 
tings at other places should occasion arise. 

Opinion was expressed that the time had 
come for the creation of a Supreme Court for 
British India, to which an appeal should lie 
from all Provincial High Courts in substitu- 
tion for a direct appeal to the Privy Council. 
The committee adopted the suggestion in 
principle. 

The committee say that a proposal to invest 
the Supreme Court with jurisdiction to act 
as a Court of Criminal Appeal for the whole 
of British India found a certain measure of 
support. They were unable to recommend the 
immediate establishment of a Court of Crimi- 
nal Appeal.

HOW IT iS DONE IN HOLLAND. 


Lecturing in the Mansion House, Dublin, 
last night on ‘‘ Bird Sanctuaries in Holland,”’ 
the Rev. P. G. Kennedy, 8.J., stated that 


birds in Holland, one of which, since 1906, 


quarter of a million pounds. 

The first society looked after lighthouses ; 
appointed watchers, and endeavoured to pro- 
mote Government legislation for the pro- 
tection of birds. It was a very active and 
powerful society. 

A second great and influential society was 
called the Society for the Protection of 
Nature’s Monuments. That society bought 
land that would be useful for birds, flowers, 
or the recreation of the people. It had 
taken over the Naardermeer—a big swamp 
covering 1,760 acres—ten miles from Amster- 
dam. Due to the efforts of that society, the 
Spoon Bill and the Purple Heron were 
probably saved |from_ extinction. That 
society had now 21,000 acres of land, and to 
raise the quarter-million pounds which was 
paid for it, it floated loans at three per cent.., 
and got £121,000. It then got £40,000 at no 
interest from friendly sources. 

The society had a membership of 13,000, 
who contributed over £4,000 per year. A big 
national park at Arnham, comprising 5,000 
acres, was also purchased as a_ recreation 
ground for the people. Some of the places 
bought were self-supporting, being let at 
times for crazing, shooting and fishing. 

In addition, the Government had reserva- 
tions to the extent of 36,000 acres, and thev 
followed the lines of the second society re- 
ferred to. A keen interest was taken by the 
people of Holland in the work done for the 
protection of the birds. 

Mr. Thomas H. Mason, Director of the 
Salon of Photography, under whose auspices 
the lecture was given, presided.

RINGSEND BRIDGE RE-OPENED. 


The Ringsend bridge was re-opened vyester-. 
day evening. to heavy motor and tramear 
traffic after being closed for over a month. 
to the considerable discomfort of residents 
in the Irishtown and Sandymount districts. 
Ths bridge, which spans the River Dodder 
near its junction with the Liffey and joins 
Ringsend road to Bridge street, was 
examined by the City Engineer, Mr. M. A. 
Moynihan, on September 25th last. Finding 
that nineteen feet ot the foundations had 
heen swept away by floods earlier in the 
month, and that the structure was seriously 
threatened, this official closed the bridge to 
all heavy traffic from that, evening until 
repairs could be effected. The omnibus 
service hetween Sandymount and Dublin has 
since been maintained over an indirect route, 
and the D.U.T. Co. were forced to increase 
their Bath avenue service and run a bridge. 
end to bridge-end service on their No. 3 
route, the passengers being obliged to cross 
Ringsend bridge on foot. ‘This entailed hard 
ship in wet weather, and the resumption of 
normal traftic will be welcomed. 
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THE TOURIST IN GERMANY. 


Official experience during recent weeks has 
shown that foreign tourists and travellers 
when going to or passing through Germany 
are not well enough acquainted with the 
facilities which under the German financial 
emergency decrees are extended to them. 

The decrees fix the maximum amount to be 
carried cut of Germany by any one person at 
reichsmarks 200, either in German or 
currency of other countries. 

Kxemption exists for persors arriving from 
aproad and staying in Germany temporarily 
or passing through to other countries. These 
passeagers, when entering Germany should 
ask the Custom officer to issue a certificate 
about the amount of money carried at the 
time of arrival. 

On the strength of such certificate the 
passenger is entitled to bring within four 
weeks after arrival up to the same amount of 
money out of Germany without any for- 
malities.
